Among the 
states most active in this respect are: 
New York 21, 
California 1$, Oklahoma 13, Florida 11. 
Duplication of 
names of cities is a serious problem. There are 31 Frank­ 
lin's, 27 Madison’s, 35 Clevflnnd’s, 24 Lincoln’s, 24 Mon­ 
roe’s, 23 Wilson’s, 18 Roosevelt’s, 15 Adams’, 12 Tafts 
and 5 Harding’s. 
Capitals of nations have also been a 
source of duplication. 
There are, the reports state, 18 
towns named Paris, 18 Geneva’s, 17 Berlin's, 12 Moscow’s, 
11 Vienna’s, 6 Pekin’s and 2 Brussels. JMoist towns and 
cities are named after persons or places, but three are 
named after newspapers, Argusvilie, N. J.j Banner, Ind., 
and Tribune, Kansas, the last after the New York Tri­ 
bune, Horace Greeley’s paper. 
It does not seem to us that the change in the name of 
the city is so all important as the condition which the 
change may bring about. 
What effect it might have on 
the citizenship, we have made no local application for this 
condition is not to be likened unto any other existing situ­ 
ation in the United States.
